SURREY  DISPENSARY. 


H E poor  conftitute  an  important 


part  of  every  large  community,  and 
juftly  merit  the  attention  and  afliftance  of 
the  rich ; efpecially  in  ficknefs,  when  they 
are  rendered  incapable  of  fupporting  them- 
felves  and  their  families.  Hard  labour,  un~ 
wholefome  food,  want  of  proper  clothing, 
and  expofure  to  the  viciffitudes  of  air  and  . 
weather,  fubjedt  them  to  many  diforders 
unknown  to  the  affluent,  who  can  pro- 
cure the  conveniencies  of  life. 
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In  order  to  obviate  and  remedy  thefe 
evils,  many  charitable  institutions  have  been 
founded  ; and  no  city  or  country  has  been 
fo  highly  distinguished  for  this  truly  lau- 
dable diSpoSition,  as  this  great  metropolis. 
Noble  hofpitals  have  been  erected  in  all 
quarters  of  it ; but,  upon  examination,  it 
was  found,  that  thefe  were  only  proper  for 
the  reception  of  a certain  clafs  of  patients, 
and  not  even  Sufficient  to  accommodate  one 
third  part  of  thofe  who  Stood  in  need  of 
relief.  Many,  from  a decent  pride,  did  not 
choofe  to  be  found  in  thofe  publick  places 
of  charity  5 whilfl  the  affairs  of  others  might 
be  ruined  by  quitting  their  habitations  : 
fome,  in  acute  difeafes,  were  received  too 
late,  from  the  length  of  time  neceffary  to 
gain  admittance ; and  others,  from  the  na- 
ture of  their  diforders,  became  worfe,  by 
being  pent  up  in  clofe  wards  and  impure 
air;  without  mentioning  the  contagion  in- 
cident to  hofpitals,  which  frequently  in- 
fected thofe  who  were  confined  therein. 
The  inconvenience,  danger,  and  indecency 
of  a lying-in  woman  leaving  her  hufband 
and  family,  at  a time  when  their  aid  and 
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confolation  were  mod  necefiary,  was  appa- 
rent : and,  above  all,  young  children  were 
feldom  Tent  to  hofpitals,  although  fo  very 
fubjedt  to  diforders,  that  in  London  near 
one  half  of  them  die  before  the  age  of  two 
years. 

The  opulent  and  charitable  therefore 
fought  means  to  fupply  thefe  deficiencies, 
and,  happily  for  mankind,  conceived  the 
plan  of  inflituting  publick  Difpenfaries  for 
the  relief  of  the  poor  at  their  own  habi- 
tations. 

Many  advantages  accrue  from  hence  : the 
immenfe  fums  expended  on  building  and 
fupporting  great  houfes,  are  now  ufefully 
employed  in  relieving  a number  of  objedts 
from  the  diftrefles  of  ficknefs.  The  vari- 
ous diforders  are  treated  apart,  free  from 
the  noife,  impurities,  contagion,  or  confine- 
ment of  a publick  ward.  A very  great 
number  of  patients  are  accommodated  at  a 
fmall  expence,  and  thofe  of  the  moll:  ufeful 
part  of  the  poor  j for  relief  is  adminiftered 
not  to  the  profligate  and  lazy  only,  but 
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more  efpecially  to  the  induftrious  artifan, 
who,  without  the  danger  of  acquiring  vici- 
ous habits,  by  being  maintained  in  idlenefs, 
may  ftill  live  with,  and  give  that  affiftance 
to,  his  family,  which  the  nature  of  his  com- 
plaint may  allow ; whilft  their  neceflary  at- 
tention to  him  during  his  illnefs,  ferves  to 
rivet  more  firmly  the  bonds  of  affedtion. 

The  General  Difpenfary  inftituted  in 
Alderfgate-Street,  in  the  year  1770,  has  in 
feven  years  afforded  relief  to  20,000  poor 
perfons ; and  that  of  Weftminfter,  found- 
ed in  the  year  1774,  received  upwards  of 
3000  patients  within  the  firft  two  years ; 
both  which  charities  daily  increafe  in  gover- 
nors and  patients  : ftrong  proofs  of  their 
utility. 


The  North,  Eaft,  and  Weft  quarters  being 
fupplied,  the  South,  or  that  great  and  popu- 
lous part,  the  Borough,  and  places  adjacent, 
ftill  required  the  advantages  of  a Difpen- 
fary,  as  none  of  thofe  already  inftituted 
extended  fo  far.  The  great  number  of 
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labouring  poor,  who  live  in  this  part,  made 
it  obvious  how  very  useful  fuch  a Charity 
muff  be ; and  from  the  former  proofs  of 
benevolence  that  the  inhabitants  of  this 
metropolis  have  given,  it  is  not  doubted  but 
this  ufeful  Eftablifhment  will  meet  with  their 
general  approbation  and  encouragement. 

The  fubfcription  is  fixed  low,  in  order 
to  make  the  Charity  more  extenfivej  and 
confequently,  to  render  it  eafier  for  the  poor 
to  obtain  letters  of  recommendation  from 
the  Governors.

REGULATIONS. 

I.  HIS  Charity  confifts  of  a Pre- 

fident,  Vice-Prefidents,  a Trea- 
furer,  and  Governors,  who  fhall  appoint 
fuch  officers  and  fervants  as  may,  from  lime 
to  time,  be  deemed  neceffiary. 

II.  Every  perfon  fubfcribing  one  guinea 
per  annum,  fhall  be  a Governor,  and  en- 
titled to  have  one  patient  on  the  medical 
or  chirurgical  lift  at  a time,  and  one  lying- 
in  patient  in  the  year  j and  every  perfon 
fubfcribing  two  guineas  per  annum,  fhall 
be  entitled  to  have  two  patients  upon  the 
medical  or  chirurgical  lift  at  a time,  and 
two  lying-in  patients  in  the  year ; and  in 
cafe  of  a greater  fubfcription,  a propor- 
tionable number. 

XII.  All  perfons  fubfcribing  ten  guineas. 
Or  making  up  their  contribution  within  the 
year  to  that  fum,  fhall  be  Governors  for  life, 
and  entitled  to  all  the  advantages  of  an 
annual  fubfcriber  of  two  guineas. 

IV.  Upon  the  payment  of  a legacy,  or 
donation,  of  fifty  pounds  or  upwards,  to 
this  Charity,  the  perfon  appointed  to  pay 
fne  fame  fhall  be  a Governor  for  life. 

V.  Any

V.  Any  Governor,  by  fending  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Difpenfary,  may  appoint  ano- 
ther Governor  to  fign  his  letters  of  recom- 
mendation. 

VI.  A General  Meeting  fhall  be  held  on 
the  fir  ft  Wednefday  in  January,  April,  July, 
and  October,  at  which  meetings  feven  Go- 
vernors lliall  conflitute  a Board. 

VII.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  and 
Treafurer,  or  either  of  them,  the  Committee, 
or  any  three  of  the  Committee,  have  power 
to  call  a General  Meeting  at  any  time,  giv- 
ing at  leaft  one  week’s  notice,  exprefling  the 
occafion  of  the  meeting,  by  an  advertifement 
in  fome  of  the  daily  papers. 

VIII.  Twenty-one  Governors  fhall  be 
chofen  at  the  firft  General  Meeting  every 
year,  who  fhall  form  a Committee,  to  meet 
at  the  Difpenfary  on  the  third  Wednefday 
in  every  month,  for  conducting  the  affairs 
of  this  Charity.  This  Committee  to  be 
open  to  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  Trea- 
furer, and  Governors  for  life  of  this  Charity, 
who  fhall  be  entitled  to  vote : three  of  them 
fhall  form  a quorum,  one  of  whom  to  be  of 
the  chofen  Committee.  No  perfon  intereft- 
ed  in  any  matter  under  debate  fhall  be  enti- 
tled to  vote  at  any  Meeting  or  Committee  of 
the  Governors  of  this  Charity, 


IX.  At 
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IX.  The  laft  Committee  in  December 
dial  1 nominate  proper  perfons  as  a Com- 
mittee for  the  year  enfuing,  in  which  not 
more  than  fourteen  of  the  former  Com- 
mittee fhall  remain  ; nor  any  one  to  be  con- 
tinued in  longer  than  three  years  fucceffive- 
ly : this  nomination  to  be  fubjeft  to  the 
approbation  or  alteration  of  the  next  General 
Meeting. 

X.  Five  Auditors  fhall  be  appointed  an- 
nually, to  examine  the  bills  and  accompts, 
and  no  interefled  perfon  fhall  be  upon  the 
audit. 

XI.  A Medical  Committee  fhall  alfo  be 
appointed,  confifting  of  fuch  Governors  as 
pra<ftife  phyfick,  furgery,  or  pharmacy,  or 
(except  thofe  already  excepted  in  the  eighth 
rule)  who  fhall  have  power  to  infpedt  the 
drugs  and  medicines,  audit  bills  for  the 
fame,  and  report,  as  they  fhall  fee  occafion, 
to  the  Monthly  Committee. 

XII.  Nobility,  Members  of  Parliament, 
Ladies,  and  all  Governors  of  this  Charity, 
redding  out  of  the  bounds  for  vihting  pa- 
tients at  their  own  houfes,  may,  by  letter, 
appoint  other  Governors  to  vote  for  them  at 
any  election  by  ballot ; at  which  no  Gover- 
nor dial  1 vote,  who  has  not  paid  his  fub- 
fcription,  on  pr  before  the  day  preceding 
the  election. 
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XIII.  No  refolution  propofed  at  a Gene- 
ral Meeting,  unlefs  recommended  by  the 
Committee,  {hall  be  entered  as  a rule,  until 
it  is  confirmed  at  a fucceeding  General 
Meeting. 

XIV.  That  the  Committee  do  appoint 
twelve  Governors  (two  or  more  to  attend 
each  day)  to  be  Houfe-Vifitors,  to  examine, 
and  fee,  that  the  regulations  of  the  Charity 
are  carried  properly  imo  execution,  and  re- 
port the  date  of  the  Houfe  to  the  Monthly 
Meeting.  They  (hall  alfo  be  empowered 
to  appoint  a perfon  to  do  the  bufinefs  of  any 
of  the  officers,  in  cafe  of  ficknefs  or  death, 
pn til  the  meeting  of  the  next  Committee. 

XV.  No  fervant  of  the  Charity  is  to 
prefume,  at  any  time,  to  take  of  any  tradef- 
man,  patient,  fervant,  or  others,  any  fee, 
reward,  or  gratuity  of  any  kind,  diredtly  or 
indirectly,  for  any  fervice  done,  or  to  be 
done,  on  account  of  the  Difpenfary,  on  pain 
of  being  immediately  difcharged. 

XVI.  That  if  any  patient  ffiall  be  dif- 
charged for  irregularity,  the  Governor,  who 
recommended  that  patients  be  informed  of 
it  immediately  by  letter  from  the  apo- 
thecary. 
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XVII.  That  for  the  future,  no  ele&ion 
of  officers,  except  the  Prefident,  Vice-Pre- 
fidents,  or  Treafurer,  be  had  until  at  leaft 
twenty  days  after  the  publick  declaration 
of  a vacancy  ; and  that  if  more  than  one 
candidate  appear,  the  election  fhall  be  by 
ballot. 

XVIII.  Every  patient,  who  brings  a let- 
ter of  recommendation  from  aGovernor,  fhall 
receive  advice  and  medicines  at  the  Dif- 
penfary,  without  regard  to  place  of  abode. 


MONTHLY  COMMITTEE. 

They  fhall  take  into  confideration  all 
matters  refpecfting  the  well  conducing  this 
Charity;  and  if  it  ffiould  hereafter  appear 
neceflary  to  alter  the  prefent  regulations,  or 
fubftitute,  or  add  new  ones,  they  fhall  re- 
port the  fame  to  the  next  General  Meet- 
ing. 

They  fhall  examine  the  feveral  tradefmens 
accounts,  and  order  payment  for  thofe  which 
have  palled  a due  infpe&ion. 

They  fhall  appoint  twelve  Governors,  as 
Houfe-Vilitors,  to  fuperintend  the  due  ob- 

fervance 
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fervance  of  all  the  foregoing  laws  for  the 
good  management  of  this  Difpenfary,  and 
who  fhall  report  their  proceedings  from  time 
to  time  to  the  Monthly  Committee. 

They  fhall  do  as  directed  in  the  eighth 
refolution  of  general  rules  and  orders. 

HOUSE  VISITORS. 

To  attend  every  day  in  the  hours  of  bufi- 
nefs,  at  the  Difpenfary,  to  infpeCt  the  con- 
dud:  of  the  officers  and  fervants ; to  fee  that 
the  patients  behave  with  propriety,  and  in 
conformity  to  the  rules  and  orders  ; and  that 
the  apartments  are  always  in  order,  for  the 
reception  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Com- 
mittee. 

PHYSICIANS. 

Attendance  fhall  be  given  at  the  Dif- 
penfary, by  one  of  the  Phyficians  every  day 
at  nine  o’clock,  punctually  (Sundays  except- 
ed) to  write  for  the  Out-patients : they 
fhall  vifit  the  Home-patients,  at  their  re- 
fpedtive  places  of  abode  when  neceffary.  By 
Out-patients  are  to  be  underftood,  fuch 
whofe  diforders  do  not  confine  them ; by 
Home-Patients,  fuch  as  are  abfolutely  un- 
able to  attend,  but  who  refide  within  the 
following  limits,  viz.  in  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  or  buildings  adjacent,  from  Weffi- 
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minfter-Bridge  round  by  Lambeth,  Vaux- 
hall,  Kennington-Lane,  and  Walworth- 
Turnpikes,  to  Rotherhithe  church. 

Should  indifpofition,  or  any  other  reafon- 
able  caufe,  prevent  the  Phyfician  in  courfe 
from  attending,  the  faid  Phyfician  fhall  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  Apothecary,  who  fhall 
immediately  apply  to  and  requeft  the  attend- 
ance of  either  of  the  other  Phyficians. 

They  fhall  hold  a confultation  on  every 
cafe  that  may  require  it : their  pupils  fhall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  patients 
with  them,  but  are  in  no  cafe  to  pre- 
fcribe. 


SURGEON  and  ACCOUCHEUR. 

He  fhall  attend  every  morning  at  nine 
o’clock  (Sunday  excepted)  to  examine  all 
thofe  patients  who  fhall  come  under  his 
care ; he  fhall  vifit  fuch  patients  at  their 
own  houfes,  within  the  diflrid  of  this  Dif- 
penfary,  whofe  cafes  render  them  unable 
to  attend. 

His  pupils  .(hall  have  liberty  to  attend 
him  at  this  Charity,  but  they  fhall  not 
prefcribe,  nor  perform  any  operation,  but 
by  his  immediate  direction,  and  in  his 
prefence. 

No 
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No  capital  operation  fhall  be  performed, 
without  the  confent  of  one  of  the  Phyficians 
of  this  Charity. 

He  ffiall  inftruft  the  women  employed  by" 
the  Charity,  and  attend  all  difficult  labours. 


APOTHECARY. 

He  ffiall  refide  in  the  houfe,  to  receive 
letters  of  recommendation ; to  compound 
and  difpenfe  the  medicines  prefcribed ; and 
fhall  not  undertake,  or  attend,  any  bufinefs 
whatfoever,  but  that  of  this  Charity.  He 
ffiall  be  careful  of  every  thing  appertaining 
to  the  Difpenfary,  and  fee  that  nothing  is 
wafted,  fpoiled,  or  embezzled ; that  the 
apartments  and  committee-room  are  always 
in  order,  fit  for  the  reception  of  the  officers, 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  Committee. 

He  ffiall  on  no  account  abfent  himfelf 
from  the  houfe,  without  leaving  a note 
where  he  is  to  be  met  with  on  any  emer- 
gency ; he  fhall  not  abfent  himfelf  one 
whole  day  or  night,  without  leave  firft  ob- 
tained from  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents, 
Treafurer,  Monthly  Committee,  or  one  of 
the  Houfe  Viiitors;  in  which  cafe,  he  ffiall 
provide  another  Apothecary  to  do  the  bu- 
finefs for  him,  and  that  with  the  appro- 
bation 
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bation  of  the  perfon  or  perfons,  who  granted 
fuch  leave  of  abfence. 

He  fhall  examine  the  rights  of  the  letters 
of  recommendation,  and  keep  regular  books, 
with  a regifter  of  the  patients  under  cure, 
their  time  of  admiffion,  by  whom  recom- 
mended, and  when  difcharged. 


SECRETARY. 

He  fhall  perfonally  attend  all  Meetings 
and  Committees,  at  the  appointed  hours, 
unlefs  prevented  by  any  unforefeen  accident, 
in  which  cafe  he  fhall  fend  a deputy. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Charity  he  (hall 
keep  accurately  and  methodically,  and  do 
all  the  incidental  bufinefs  requifite,  which 
the  Secretaries  of  other  Charities  or  Hofpi- 
tals  are  accuftomed  to  do. 


COLLECTOR. 

He  fhall  produce  two  or  more  fecurities, 
for  the  approbation  of  the  Monthly  Com- 
mittee, who  fhall  be  bound  with  him  in  a 
bond  of  JT  500  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  official  duty. 


He 
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He  fhall  colledl  the  fubfcriptions  to  this 
Charity  regularly,  as  they  become  due,  un- 
der the  Treafurer’s  direction,  to  whom,  or 
to  the  Bankers,  he  fhall  pay  them  in  as 
often  as  required ; he  fhall  not  retain  to 
the  amount  of  JT  ioo  in  his  poffeffion,  more 
than  feven  days,  under  pain  of  being  dif- 
charged. 

He  fhall  fummon  Committees,  and  de- 
liver recommendatory  letters,  when  he  re- 
ceives any  fubfcriptions. 

PATIENTS. 

Out-patients  fhall  carry  their  letters  of 
recommendation  to  the  Difpenfary,  any  day 
of  the  week  (Sunday  excepted)  from  nine 
to  ten  o’clock,  to  be  admitted,  and  receive 
advice. 

Out-patients  fhall  attend  the  Phyfician, 
or  Surgeon,  at  the  Difpenfary,  who  firfl  re- 
ceived them  under  his  care,  on  the  days  of 
his  attendance. 

Home-patients  fhall  fend  their  letters  of 
recommendation  to  the  Difpenfary,  any  day 
of  the  week  (Sundays  excepted)  by  nine 
o’clock,  to  be  prefented  to  the  Phyfician. 

Home-patients  fhall  fend  their  letters  of 
recommendation  to  the  Difpenfary,  oa  the 

B days 
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days  of  attendance  of  the  Phyfician,  or  Sur- 
geon, under  whofe  care  they  have  been  re- 
ceived. 

If  any  patient  (hall  negletf:  to  attend  the 
Phyfician,  or  Surgeon,  at  the  Difpenfary,  for 
ten  days,  fuch  patient  fhall  be  difcharged. 

They  fhall  keep  their  letters  of  recom- 
mendation under  cover,  in  order  to  preferve 
them  clean. 

They  fhall  furnifh  themfelves  with  phials, 
&c.  neceffary  to  contain  their  medicines. 

They  fhall  behave  themfelves  foberly 
and  decently,  and  ftridtly  conform  to  fuch 
rules  as  fhall  be  given  them,  or  be  imme- 
diately difmiffed. 

When  cured,  they  fhall  deliver  up  their 
letters  of  recommendation  to  the  Difpen- 
fary, and  return  thanks  to  the  Governor 
who  recommended  them : on  neglect  of 
which,  they  fhall  not  receive  any  further 
favour  from  this  Charity. 

Patients,  whofe  diforders  require  only  a 
repetition  of  their  medicines,  muff  fend 
for  them  between  the  hours  of  four  and 
fix  in  the  afternoon. 

If  complaint  be  made  by  any  Patient  of 
ill  treatment,  the  Governor  who  recom- 
mended 
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mended  him,  or  her,  by  applying  to  the 
Houfe-Vifitors,  will  be  fully  latisfied  of 
the  affair,  or  the  caufe  removed. 

To  fuch  as  are  inclined  to  become  bene- 
factors by  Will,  the  following  form  of  a 
Will  is  recommended.

THE  POOR,  injlituted  in  the  Borough  of 
Southwark,  in  the  Year  1777,  which  faid 
fumy  I defre  may  be  applied  towards  carrying 
on  the  benevolent  defgns  of  the  faid  Charity. 

N.  B.  Giving  Land,  or  Money,  or  Stock, 
by  Will,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  Purchafe 
of  any  eftate  for  charitable  ules,  will  be  void 
by  the  Statute  of  Mortmain ; but  Money, 
or  Stock,  may  be  given  by  Will,  without 
being  directed  to  be  laid  out.
